FORMER CASHIER IS 
CHARGED IN COUNTS 


Clarence Brown Accused of Us­ 
ing $877.44 from Funds of Bank 
—Defense in Denial 


But two witnesses had been 
examined at noon today ih the 
case of Clarence E. Brown, for­ 
mer Milroy Bank cashier charged 
f with embezzlement and larceny. 
They were Perry Innis, president 
of the bank, and J. N. West, bank 
examiner of Richmond. 
Court recessed at 2:30 this af­ 
ternoon for a period of one-half 
hour, out of respect to Luther B. 
Downey, former 
court 
bailiff, 
whose funeral services were held 
at that time. 
The jury for the hearing was 
secured shortly before three o’­ 
clock Monday afternoon and af­ 
ter the opening statements had 
been made before the jury, Mr. 
Innis was called to the stand. 
He was questioned for twenty 
miputes and at 4 o’clock was ex­ 
cused to give way to Mr. West 
whose testimony was completed 
before the court adjourned for 
the day. Mr. Innis was recalled to 
the stand this morning. 
The state in its opening re­ 
marks before the jury stated 
that it would introduce evidence 
to prove that Brown had taken 
the money specified in the affi­ 
davit, a total of $877.44. The de­ 
fense in its opening statement 
declared that it would prove that 
Brown had never taken a cent 
from the bank. 
Intimation that recourse 
tp 
the statute of limitations might 
be a part of the defense was 
given when checks purported to 
have been written in 1J26 were 
presented to Mr. West for identi­ 
fication as those which the affi­ 
davit claimed were used in over­ 
drawing 
Brown’s 
account 
in 
1927. Mr. West failed to identify 
the checks. 
In his testimony for the state, 
Mr. West testified that he had 
examined the bank in April of 
1927 and again in October of 
1927. He 
said 
that 
suspicion 
against Brown was aroused when 
Brown failed to answer certain 
questions 
satisfactorily 
and 
seemed nervous. 
West also testified that Brown 
had used eradicating ink 
and 
such ink is not a part of a bank’s 
equipment. All figures, he said, 
are to be verified before being 
entered in the permanent record 
so that no changes are necessary. 
It was the contention of the 
state that checks given by Brown 
had been carried as cash items. 
In his testimony, Mr. Innis said

Acts passed by the 19 29 legisla­ 
ture which did not contain an 
emergency clause making them 
effective at the time they were 
signed by the governor, took ef­ 
fect today by virtue of a procla­ 
mation issued by Otto G. Fifield, 
secretary of, state. 
Among the laws of far reach­ 
ing importance which 
became 
effective today was th at remov^ 
ing the speed limit on pleasure 
automobiles. 


The Rev. Golden E. Smith, 
pastor of the Brookville Metho­ 
dist church, in speaking before 
the Rushville Rotary club today, 
urged that men of the present 
day strive to regain the poise and 
calmness of character which has 
been largely replaced by the 
spirit of hurry of the present 
time. 
In the absence of Dr. Carl Be- 
her, who had arranged the pro­ 
gram, the Rev. E. L. Hutchens 
introduced the speaker. He also 
presented, as his guest, the Rev. 
L. 4S. Jarrett, pastor of 
the 
Methodist church at Carthage. 
Other guests present were Birney 
Spradling, Rotarian of Indianap­ 
olis, formerly of Rushville, who 
spoke briefly and Richard Hay- 
don, the guest of Dr. Lowell 
Green. 
The Rev. Mr. Smith stated that 
all men of the present time are 
more or less guilty of a crime— 
that of wasting opportunities of 
service which have come from 
God—because of the jazz period. 
He held up Washington, Webster, 
Clay and Lincoln as men who 
were alert to all opportunities, 
yet had a certain serenity of 
character lacking in men today. 
It was predicted that unless 
the present fast pace of living is 
slackened somewhat, the coming 
generation will be unable ty meet 
the tests of life because of a 
weakened physical and conse­ 
quently mental condition. 
Points in the address by the 
Rev. Smith were aptly illustrated 
with humorous incidents which 
added interest to the prdgram.

Jesse Henley, Rush county au­ 
ditor, announced today th at the 
meeting of the county board of 
review for Rush county would be 
called for Monday, June 3. The 
board will continue in session 
for twenty-eight days. This lim ­ 
it is placed on all counties 
of 
under 20,000 in population. 
The board is composed of the 
county auditor, Mr. Henley, the 
coupty assessor, D. C. Buell, the 
county treasurer, Howard Ew- 
bank and Joseph Stevens, repub­ 
lican, and Arie M. Taylor, demo­ 
crat, the latter two being ap­ 
pointed by Judge Will M. Spkrks 
of the Rush circuit court. 
The board will convene at 10 
o’clock of th at morning in the 
room for the county commission­ 
ers in the court house. Their 
work has been outlined by Mr. 
Henley as follows: 
1. To hear complaints of any 
owper of personal property, ex­ 
cept such property as is origin­ 
ally assessed by the State Board 
of Tax Commissioners. 
2. To hear complaints con­ 
cerning the assessment of real 
estate specially assessed in 19 29 , 
and assessments on 
additional 
improvements. 
3. To equalize the valuation 
and assessment of property and 
taxables made by the assessing 
officers subsequent to March 
1, 
19 29 . 
4. To equalize the valuations 
made by the assessors, either by 
adding to or deducting 
there­ 
from such sums as may be ne­ 
cessary to fix assessments at the 
true cash value of property. 
5. To review all assessments 
and to inquire as to the valua­ 
tion of the various classes of 
property or parts thereof in the 
several townships and divisions 
of the county. 
6. To make such changes in 
assessments, whether by way of 
increase or decrease in the val­ 
uation of the various classes of 
property, as may be necessary to 
equalize the same in or between 
the townships 
or 
any 
taxing 
unit. 
7. To determine the rate per- 
centto be added or deducted in 
order to make a just and equit­ 
able equalization in the several 
townships and taxing units so as 
to 
conform 
throughout 
the 
county to a just and equitable 
standard. 
8. To add omitted property in 
all necessary cases. 
9 . To increase the valuation of 
omitted property, when 
neces­ 
sary, as made by the assessors.

Additio nal Info rmatio n Rev ealed 
as to What Each Driv er Will 
Ex pect in Applicatio n 


Miss Nora Sleeth, m anager of 
the Rush County branch auto­ 
mobile license office here, 
nas 
been notified of a meeting of the 
branch m anager to be heid Wed­ 
nesday with Otto G. Fifield, sec­ 
retary of state, and Jam es Lee 
Bradley, commissioner of motor 
vehicles, at which tim e full ex­ 
planation will be made of 
the 
new universal automobile drivers’ 
license, which becomes effective 
on July 1. 
The meeting, it is explained 
by Mr. Bradley, will be in 
the 
nature of an educational 
con­ 
ference to familiarize the branch 
m anagers with their duties in the 
distribution of application forms 
among prospective licensees and 
seeing th at the forms are filled 
out properly. During the 
past 
few weeks Miss Sleeth has been 
deluged with inquiries concern* 
ing the drivers’ license law. 
Although the new license law 
will not become effective 
until 
six weeks later, all the 
blank 
forms have been prepared and it 
is expected th at 500,000 applica­ 
tion forms will be ready for dis­ 
tribution July l, so th at 
the 
work of passing on the applica­ 
tions may be started at 
once. 
Outside of an additional stenog­ 
rapher or so, it probably will not 
be necessary to obtain additional 
help for the work, Bradley indi­ 
cated.

RETAINS BALANCE OF TRADE. 
Greater expansion in v alue of exports from 
the United States for the first quarter of 1929 
than in v alue of imports, resulting in an excess 
of exports of 
$298,000,000, formed the 
largest 
fav orable merchandise balance for a first quar­ 
ter since 1921, according to a statem ent pre­ 
pared by the Department of Commerce. 
The growth of United States exports of fin­ 
ished 
manufactures—largely 
automotiv e 
pro­ 
ducts, machinery, and iron and steel — con­ 
tinued at an accelerated rate during the first 
quarter of 1929. 
More than 
four-fifths of the 
increase of 
$213,000,000, as compared with the first quarter 
of 1928, ‘in the v alue of total exports, which 
amounted to $1,420,000,000, was in finished m an­ 
ufactures. 
Imports were also substantially larger in 
quantity than a year ago, but there was only a 
moderate increase in 
their v alue, 
owing to a 
sharp decline in av erage import price during the 
past year. 
The relativ ely greater expansion In 
v alue of exports than in that of imports was re­ 
sponsible for an excess of exports of $298,000,000, 
the largest fav orable merchandise balance for a 
first quarter since 1921. 
Exports increased 18 per cent as compared 
with the first quarter of 1927 and were 65 per 
cent more than in 1922. The av erage price 
of 
export commodities showed comparativ ely little 
change from a year earlier, consequently the per­ 
centage increase in v alue 
represents approxi­ 
mately the increase in quantity exported. Since 
the beginning of 1928, exports in each quarter 
hav e 
showed

RETAINS BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Greater expansion in .value of exports from 


the United States for the first quarter of. 1929 
than in value, of imports, resulting in an excess 
of exports of $298,000,000, formed the largest 
favorable merchandise balance for a first quar- 
jber since 1921, according to a statement pre- 
pared by the Department of Commerce. 


The growth of United States exports of fin- 


ished manufactures—largely automotive pro- 
ducts, machinery, and iron and steel — con- 
tinued at an accelerated rate during the first 
.quarter of 1929. 


More than four-fifths of the 
increase of 


$213,000,000, as compared with the first quarter 
of 1928, 'in the value of total exports, which 
amounted to $1,420,000,000, was in finished man- 
ufactures. 
\ 


Imports were also substantially larger in 


quantity than a year ago, but there was only a 
moderate increase in their value, owing to a 
sharp decline in average import price during the 
past year. The relatively greater expansion m 
value of exports than in that of imports was re- 
sponsible for an excess of exports of $298,000,000, 
the largest favorable merchandise balance for^a 
first quarter since 1921. 
« 


Exports increased 18 per cent as compared 


with the first quarter of 1927 and were 65 per 
cent more than in 1922. The average price of 
export commodities showed comparatively little 
change from a year earlier, consequently the per- 
'centage increase in value represents approxi- 
mately the increase in quantity exported.' Since 
the beginning of 1928, exports in each quarter 
have showed a steadily increasing relative 
growth as compared with the year before, and 
during the first quarter Of 1929 they reached a 
value nearly one-fifth greater than in the cor- 
responding period of 1928. 


Imports amounted to $1,122,000,000, an in- 


crease of 5 per cent as compared with the first 
quarter of 1928. 


AN OPTIMISTIC REPORT. 


One of the most interesting documents to 


come off the printing press in recent months is a 
little booklet from the government printing of- 
' fice bearing the rather cumbersome title, "Re- 
cent Economic Changes in the United States." 
This booklet, issued by the committee on eco- 
nomic changes of the president's unemployment 
conference, discusses present, trends in Ameri- 
can life in a strikingly clear and forceful manner. 


The committee examined the period from 


1922 to 1929. First of all, its report summarizes 
briefly our prosperity. • • / 
, •

"The" committee was struck," says the report, 


"by the outpouring of energy which piled up 
skyscrapers in scores of cities; knit the 48 states 
together with 20,000 miles of airways; moved 
each year over railways and waterways more 
than a billion and half tons of freight; carried 
electricity to 1-7,000,000 homes; sent each year 
3,750,000 children to high school and more than 
1000 000 young men and women to college; and 
fed, clothedC housed and amused 120,000,000 per- 
sons who occupy one-twentieth of the habitable 
area .of the globe." . 
• 


But! while paying admiring tribute' to this 


spectacle, the committee was'concerned primar- 
ily'with the .question of how the nation can hold 
on to this prosperity. It finds small .cause for 
'alarm in the unemployment situation, believing 
that the natural forces of industry and com- 
merce will eventually cure it; ^and it remarks 
that the prime cause of prosperity's growth has 
been the fact that price levels have- been prac- 
tically unchanged throughout the past sever 
years while the purchasing power of wages and 
salaries has steadily advanced. 


So long as the relationship between these 


two factors remains in its present condition, the 
report declares, prosperity will go on indefinite- 
ly, constantly, reaching new and higher peaks 
To maintain this balance, it asserts, is America's 
prime need. 


If this can be done, it concludes, "It would 


seem that we can go on with increasing activity.'
